tered tho Faculty In 1S6S a.s a stu- 
• lent and has stood witness to Its 
.struggles and triumphs for a 'period 
of fifty six years. 

Dr. Shepherd's voice betrayed his 
emotions when he spoke of the mm 
who made McGUl Medical College 
what It Is to_day; the school that 
has put forth Osiers. It Is hard to 
ascertain the outstanding man of 
those of whom Dr. Shepherd praised, 
for he spoke only in superlatives. 

Due to efforts of Drs. Wm. Rob- 
ertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holme.-*, 
John Stephenson and II. P. Loodel, 
the medical school was founded as 
the Montreal Medical Institution in 
1S2.3— Its first session opened in 
November 1824 with 25 students, lec- 
tures heing given in the house of the 
institution tit Place D'Armea, where 
the Bank of 'Montreal now stands. U 
Is interesting to know that the Medi- 
cal School at this time had the power 
to grant the license to practice as 
well a* a diploma. 

[n 1 829 when by a formal act of 
Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Leaxning, the 
Montreal Medlcai Institution became 
the Medical Faculty of Mc.Gill Uni- 
versity, of the original, founders only 
Dr. Holmes was left, the others hav- 
ing been carried off by sickness, 
and from this humble start with one 
professor and several lecturers, the 
Medical p'acnlty now consists of 
over 180 professors, associate-prof, 
essors, lecturers and demonstrators. 

In 1852 Sir Wm. Dawson came to 
McGill as Principal, of him Dr. 
Shepherd said, "There is no man since 
or before his lime that has done 
n-.ore for this university. It was he 
that was Instrumental in having 
built most of the buildings standing 
on the campus to-day. He was the 
greatest princlpaJ we ever had, not 
only an administrator but a teacher. 
He taught Biology. Zoology, Geology. 
Chemistry and Physics. 

The bare facts that Dr. Shepherd 
put before his audience in them- 
selves are of minor fitere3t. They 
may be 4tound in anyr- history of t!.-: 
Medical Faculty. It was the human 
interest element that heid the stu- 
dents—his vibrant .'ove for hi*, old 
Alma Mater — his enthusiasm lor its 
memorable traditions. It was the tact

'he Atlantic. Its very natno forbids 
further thought. .Montreal Is cold 

enough In Winter an Tor Iceland ; 

But this little nation In really on,; 
ot tho most interesting that have ex- 
isted. It was started as « colony of 
Norwegians determined to esca.po the 
tyranny of their king. They were 
sot just men for whom tltelr country 
had no use led na thoy were by some 
of the most Importun) nobles of Nor- 
way. When thoy reached the rag- 
goil land of fiery mountain and boil- 
ing spring thoy marked oui Ihclr 
farmsteads, like (he pioneers of Can- 
ada, and there set up a free republic; 

Iceland was thus one of the earliest 
commonwealths or Europe, after the 
fall of the Greek and liomoti repub. 
lies, being founded in A.D. S74. The 
colony was never large, and every 
summer the Inhabitants met together 
In an on*n plain called the Thing- 
field, where they had a holiday with 
horscNghtsnnd wrestling matches be- 
tween the young men. Tn .the middle 
of this plain there Is a nlslmd. form- 
ed by rlf»s in the lava, many fathom fl 
deep, and only, bridged In one place 
by n mass of rock. Tfei"* the district 
chiefs held parliament and tried law 
suits, in the open air. and the p!nre> 
was well suited to this purpose, since 
defendants, who found a case going 
again*! them, had a habit of trying to 
break up the court with a rorce of 
armed men. 

But it was not only in political 
matters that. Iceland was a leader 
among nations. It produced some of 
the fincsit literature of the world, and 
that in an age when nil but. monkish 
hands could only hold a sword or a 
spade. 

The book we have before us is a 
product., perhaps the product, of this 
people. H is a collection of poems 
about tiie old horse gods and heroes, 
in soma way H not unlike the Old Tes- 
tament. It begins with the Volupso. 
which tells the story of the creation 
and destruction of the world, the lat- 
ter is brought about by a. war between 
the Gods and the giant* dwellers In 
Jotunheim . 

Another poem is a collection of 
proverbs, some of which, like the fol- 
lowing, are of great practical value, 
oven to-day: — " 

Oft should one make an early meal, 
Nor fasting come to the feast, 
Else he sits and ches, as if he would 
choke, 

And little : s able to ask. 

Then there is o ballad which de- 
scribes how the god Thor awakes one 
day, to find his hammer (with which 
he makes thunder) stolen by a . giant. 
To get it back he disguises himself as 
the giant's fiancee, and at Ihe bridal 
feast surprises all by an enormous 
appetite. 

"Early it was to evening come, 
And forth was born the beer for the 
giants; 

Til or alone ate an oxc and eighl sal- 
mon, 

And the dainties n.s well that were 
set for th* women; 
And drank fjif'a mate three tuns of 
mend. 

Then loud spake Thrym, the giant's 
leader; 

"Who ever £ aw bride "mure Uoenly 
bite? 

ne'er saw bride with a broader bile. 
"Nor a maiden who drank more mead 
than this!"

The book is translated' into good 
English verse in the original metr*, 
not in i hat. jingling kind which so 
palls in a long poem.

A 
very .reasonable iprice.. considering the 
benefits which may result in the Inog 
run. .Let ua pra_y that thfs source of 
future Intellectual and artistic Joys 
for the whole of mankind may never 
be lost to ns. 

THE POET AND THE PEASANT. 

Time was when- poetry and music 
were written for the people. In a. style 
that the. people could understand and 
jappreclnle. All this has changed, 
however. Nowadays ait, or. a large 
part of It at any rate, Is apparently 
created for the chosen^few, — for other 
artists, for those who ha.ve spent years 
in study and criticism of aesthetic 
theory and practice. "Vox populi" Is 
regarded as obsolete. The memb«i s 
of tho vulgar herd are not credited with 
any tastes or desires which art must 
satisfy. It. is considered that if they 
do not understand th« language of 
the artist tho fault ia theirs. The 
artist has become juat as difficult to 
undertand as the scientist — Just as 
technical, just as pedantic. 

The reason is not hard to find. Ar- 
tists naturally illte the favor of the 
people, thoy desire to he appreciated 
every bit as much as does anyone, 
olse. It so happens, however, that 
many of thorn are not. npprociated, 
that their offerings are disregarded, 
that they receive none of the plaudits 
which would sound so sweetly In their 
cars. In solf-dcfence they evolve a 
theory that the people are nïo fit 
judges of nit, that they must bring 
l heir works to another judgment-seat, 
that ihey ne£d not worry at nil about, 
the. feelings of the mass of men. Grad 
iiaiiy they cease to write for ihe mass 
and begin to write only for the sr. 
tisllcally Initialed, seeking only the.ii 
applause and their appreciation. Tho 
poet cares no longer for Ihe opinion 
of the peasant. . 

To Ihe extent that art becomes more 
technical and more difficult, It. he 
comes less worth while, loss perman 
tnily and generally valuable. IL should 
be couched in simple onough terms 
and touch upon sufficiently fundamen- 
tal emotions to be accessible to most 
men. Artistic enjoyment must not 
become the monopoly of the taw, as it 
Is in danger of becoming in certain 
quarters. II belongs to tho people 
who are cheated of their birthright. If 
art Is so Iransiformod that they are 
denied access to its troaanircs.
